DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
06/25/2010 has been entered. 

Claims amended: 1,5-9, 11, 13, 17 and 19-28. 
Claims canceled: 2-4, 10, 12, 14-16, 18 and 29-30. 
Claims withdrawn: None 
Claims pending: 1 , 5-9, 1 1 , 13, 17 and 19-28. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 5-9, 1 1 , 1 3, 1 7 and 1 9-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 , examiner agrees with applicant argument "Gold is simply silent, 
however, regarding any processing that occurs if there is no altitude range of a legacy 
filter order group which encompasses an integer altitude value of a minifilter. Golds 
thus necessarily does not disclose or suggest creating a new filter order group if there is 
no altitude range of a legacy..." 

Claims 5-9 and 1 1 are allowed under the same reason as to claim 1 .

Claim 13, examiner agrees with applicant argument "amended claim 13 
patentability distinguishes over Golds. As discussed above in relation to the rejection of 
claim, Golds says nothing about any processing that is performed if there is no altitude 
range of a filter manager frame that encompass an integer..." 

Claims 17 and 19-28 are allowed under the same reason as to claim 1. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
